Accordingly, on Friday, two or three 
hundred men assembled; a line was

and, aa it was gradually cloaed in, one 
large gray was started up and killed. 
Tbia incident led to a break in tbe lines 
and a rush to see tbe “varmint,” whereby 
four ether wolvee, altbougb seen, were 
enabled to escape. Tbe den of one of the 
tbe wolves waa disoovered, and four 
Cuba, about a week old, were captured 
and carried oS. The hunt waa to bs re- 
newed tbe Lezt day.
